A Loss to Science

A New M.-P. 


Mr. Emmanuel Shinwell, M.P., who has 
defeated Mr. Ramsay Macdonald in Sea- 
ham in the British general election, is 
fairly well known in Ireland, which he-has 
visited on several occasions. He was here 
at the height of the Troubles in 1920. On 
that visit he was the fraternal delegate 
from the Scottish Trade Union Congress 
to the Irish Trade Union Congress, 
which met in Cork that year. In Cork he 
arrived on a Saturday night, just in time 
for an attack by the Black and Tans on 
several shops and other buildings, after 
an ambusli by the I.R.A. outside Cork City 
that evening. Although by birth a 
Londoner, Mr. Shinwell has figired mostly 
jn the Labour movement in Scotland. Like 
the defeated ex-Prime Minister, he was a 
member of the Independent Labour Party, 
and sat. like Mr. Macdonald, on its 
National Administrative Council. He was 
twice chairman of the Glasgow Trades 
Council, an important and _ influential 
body, and for a time was a Labour member 
of Glasgow Corporation. It was Scotland, 
too, that first sent him to Parliament in 
1922. when he was elected for Linlithgow. 
For some years Mr. Shinwell was organiser 
for the Amalgamated Marine Workers’ 
Union, and a member of the Parliamen- 
tary Committee of the Scottish Trades 
Union Congress, the first important 
Labour body on the other side of the Irish 
Sea to demand the withdrawal of British 
troops from Ireland. When Glasgow was 
an industrial storm-centre after the War 
Mr. Shinwell was right in the centre of 
affairs. He was one of the leaders of what 
was known as “ the forty hours’ move- 
ment’’ on the Clyde and the Glasgow 
“ no rent movement,” and for his agita- 
tional work underwent a term of imprison- 
ment. Mr. Shinwell was Minister of 
Mines in the first Labour Government, 
and was regarded as one of that Govern- 
ment’s successes. No doubt, his reputa- 
tion in that respect, and his hard work for 
some years past in the constituency, have 
contributed to his success ever his old 
colleague and Premiér in Seaham, where 
there is a big coal-miners’ vote.

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ARDUOUS TASKS FOR 
ITALIANS 


——_oe—_——- 


From Aa MILITARY CORRESPONDENT. 


The main Italian army in the North, 
having occupied Makale and covering posi- 
tions a few miles south of that town, has 
now halted, The next advance should 
bring them to the rugged mountains at 
Amba Alagi, where the first serious fight- 
ing of the war probably~will take place. 
But they have a lot of extremely im 
portant and arduous tasks to get througa 
before they can be ready to tackle this 
operation. It will be a repetition of what 
has already been done—hard, gruelling 
work making roads and bringing up sup- 

hes. 

If stiff fighting is expected, the advance 
supply dépdts will have to be all the 
larger, and now all supplies must br 
brought along roughy-made, and often 
dangerous, roads for over sixty miles. 
These roads are not fit for heavy wear, but, 
in the circumstances; have to suffer rough 
and continuous usage, necessitating 
constant repair all along the line, 

Some weeks ago a foreign observer with 
the Italian army in a journey from 
Asmara to Hauzien counted nearly a 
hundred lorries which had been abandoned, 
hopelessly destroyed, or which had crashed 
with their loads, human and material, 
over precipices at the many hair-pin 
bends. He calculated that at that time 
at Jeast 200 lorries all told had suffered 
such a fate on the various “roads” to 
the front. The disorganisation, as well as 
the financial loss, from this source alone 
must be appalling. 


CREDITABLE WORK 


At the same time, that any usable roads 
at all have been constructed in the time 
available, and that they have been kept 
usable as well, reflects the very greatest 
credit on the efficiency and energy of the 
Italian Corps of Engineers. 

Besides this, the lines of communication 
appear to be very far from safe from 
hostile interference. A number of organised 
bodies of the enemy have been passed in 
the mountains during the last two advances, 
and now they are harrying the convoys 
on their march to the front. Indeed, both 
sides refer in theig communiqués to 
guerrilla operations at points as much as 
40 miles behind the present advanced lines. 
These bands will constitute a distinct 
danger until they have been effectively 
dispersed or rounded up. 

The army corps on the Italian right has 
now advanced as far as the River Takkazi, 
and patrols have even penetrated beyond 
that river. This is a very important move- 
ment, and deserves to be carefully watched, 
It is a sound strategic move, and is 
designed primarily to protect the right 
of the Italian main body from a flank 


——_ 


attack. It corresponds to the tactical 
manceuvre called ‘‘refusing a flank in 
echelon.’’ It provides that any flank 


attack on the main body would itself be 
taken in flank, 

Owing to the rough nature of the country 
it is not yet far enough up to ensure the 
successful carrying out of this operation, 
and the Abyssinians can hardly afford to 
allow it to advance another 10 or 15 miles 
without abandoning their openly professed 
plan for a flank attack, so it is quite 
possible that a big engagement may develop 
in this area in the near future. 

To a certain extent this force also con- 
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other 


stitutes a threat to the Abyssinian troops 
under Ras Ayelou, which lie along the 
western frontier of Eritrea, and have been 
worrying the Italian posts there. This 
threat, however, is not at all serious yet. 


THE SOUTHERN FRONT 


In the South dramatic events have been 
taking place, but, as is usual in this area, 
it is almost. impossible to get any accurate 
idea of what they really are. There are 
no war correspondents here on either side, 
and, while the Italian reports are laconic 
and uninformative, those from the 
Abyssinians seem more worthy of Bedlam 
than of an Army Staff, 

The one important event of which there 
is no doubt is the capture of Gorahai. 
Here the defenders put up an incredibly 
poor and unworthy fight, in spite of the 
fact that they were provided with adequate 
protection in the way of deep trenches and 
bomb-proof shelters. Having brought up 
their ‘ mobile column. within = striking 
distance, the Italians bombed Gorahai from 
the air for two days, at the end of which 
the garrison incontinently fled, abandon- 
ing the'r arms and stores, and leaving the 
empty re to be occupied without the 
firing of a shot. 

Unless ‘the Abyssinians can do a lot 
better than this the Italians will have 
little difficulty in reaching the all-im- 

ortant railway. The Ogaden, of course, 
is an easy country for the operations of 
both tanks and aeroplanes, and if 
Gorahai is a fair sample—which it may 
not be—of the armed resistance being put 
up by the Somalis, it is surprising that 
the Italians have not long ago got to grips 
with the main enemy forces round Jijiga, 


MORE EFFECTIVE 


It is possible, of course, that the 
aged operations of the tribesmen may 

e much Wmore effective and delaying than 
their occupation of fortified posts has 
been. Since taking Gorahai the Italians 
a wwwdg to have advanced rapidly up the 
valley of the Fafan. It is not yet clear 
where they are, or along how many lines 
they have mobile columns working, but 
both sides now claim definite successes a 
few miles south-west of Sasa Baneh. 
Possibly these disputed claims refer to fre 
same action, and the truth probably 
somewhere between the two. 
_ The Italians are certainly right in push. 
ing on as quickly as they can, and they 
should have little difficulty in adequately 
supporting their flying columns. The

DR. ENGEL'S ADDRESS 


The Dublin University Engineering Society 
held their opening meeting in the Physics 
Lecture Theatre, with Professor Purser, M,A., 
B.A.1., M.Sc., in the chair. 

Dr. F. V, A. Engel, Dr.Ing., D.I.C., Direc- 
tor of Research, of the Electroflo Meter Com- 
pany, of Wembley, London, delivered the 
opening address on “' Recent Vevelopments 
in Fluid-flow Measuring Devices.’’ He first 
dealt with the principles of discharge through 
Venturi tubes, plate irifices and nozzles, and 
then described the various types of electric 
flow-recording meters designed by his firm. 

In the second part of his paper Dr. Engel 
dealt with Venturi flumes and weirs, showing 
slides of the models used in his Jaboratory, 
and stressing the advantage of model tests. 

Mr. Nicholas O’Dwyer, B.E., President of 
the Inst.C.E.I., in proposing the vote of 
thafks, paid tribute to Dr. Engel and all 
other research workers, whose efforts supplied 
engineers with machinery which could be re- 
lied upon to work efficiently. 

Mr. J. K. Maconchy, A.M., Inst.C.E.J., in 
seconding the motion, gave some very in- 
teresting information on his irrigation work 
in Egypt, showing slides of the ‘* Hydraulic

MOTOR CARS COLLIDE 


RELIABILITY TRIAL 
ACCIDENT 


At Rathfarnham District Court on Satur- 
day, before Mr. Reddin, D.J., Charles Archer, 
Lisalea, Blackrock, was charged with having 
driven a motor car in a dangerous matner 
on the 5th October. 

Mrs. Aimers said that she was motoring 
near Kilakee and saw another car approach- 
ing. She pulled in her car to the side of the 
road, and the defendant's car struck the back 
mudguard of her car. 

Mr. Ellis, for the defence—Why did you 
stop on a bend?—It was only a very slight 
one. 

Mr Aimers stated that after the accident 
he asked Mr. Archer his name, and Mr. 
Archer was most aggressive, and said that 
witness had no right to park where he did, 
Witness subsequently paid 23s, for repairs to 
his car, and rang un Mr. Archer asking him 
to pay this sum. Mr. Archer was vitupera- 
tive, and wound up his remarks by saying:

Defendant said that he was taking part in a 
reliability trial. and the average speed would 
be about twenty miles an hour.

ing, books and toys, cakes, Christmas gifts, 
country produce, flowers and plants, hand- 
kerchiefs and neckwear, glass and china, 
stationery, sweets and cigarettes, jams and 
pickles, biscuits, etc. 

Mrs. 8, J. Armstrong, Miss Kane, and the 
staff of 14 Merrion square were responsible 
for the luncheons, teas and suppers. 

Music was supplied by Mrs, A. F, Hard- 
ing’s orchestra in the afternoon, and by Miss 
Nora Calvert's orchestra in the evening. 

Children’s dancing competitions were 
organised by Mrs, K. Lynch. 

n the afternoon a meeting of the Welfare 
Department was held, over which Surgeon 
Pringle presided 


WORK OF BRIGADE 


Mr, G. M. Barrington, Secretary to the 
Welfare Department, read a report on the 
year’s work, in the course of which it appeared 
that in the four maternity diningrooms at the 
rear of Merrion square, Strand street, Kehoe 
square, Inchicore, and Unity Hall, Marl- 
borough street, in which expectant and 
nursing mothers receive a daily meal for 
three months before and three months after 
confinement. 54,558 dinners and 25,657: pinis 
of soup were served. The cost of this side 
of the work amounted to £1.410, the public 
grant of £800 going against this,cbut leaving 
a balance of £610 to be provided. For this 
sim the Committee helped 711. women, of 
whom 490 were seen. safely through their 
confinement, and 556 applicants were regis- 
tered during the year. The supplying of 490 
women with baby clothes, underelothing, a 
parcel of flake meal and 14 pints of milk 
cost £247 14s. 10d. This sum, together 
with the balance due for the diningrooms, 
and £78 10s. Od. general office expenses had 
to be met by a grant of £250 from the Joint 
Committee of the Order of St. John and 
British Red Cross Society, £200 from the 
Ambulance Brigade flag days and the pro- 
ceeds of the work now in progress. 

The result of last year’s sale reached the 
figure of £240, and, ag the work of the 
department was still growing, it was earnestly 
hoped that their friends would provide the 
means necessary to mecting their liabilities. 


FREE TRAMWAY TICKETS 


In order that women should be put to as 
little inconvenience as possible, they would 
be given tramway tickets, two per day, if 
the Merrion square diningroom was the 
better. one for them to attend, and others 
would be given to other centres. During the 
three months’ working of three diningrooms 


creased from 186 for the same period: last 
year to 213 this year. The expenditure on 
tram tickets for this period was £46 Qs. 1d. 
Owing to bad overcrowding, it was decided 
by the Executive Committee to notify the 
Public Health authorities that the dining- 
room at the rear of Unity Hall, 31 Mar’ 
borough street, would close down after Satur- 
day, ás 6th, 1935. It was impossible to 
find larger suitable premises in the dis. 
trict, so the women had to be transferred 
to either Merrion square or Strand street 
pending suitable premises being found in the 
neighbourhood. here was a scheme under 
consideration by the Public Health authori- 
ties to. build a child welfare centre, con- 
taining a large hall, kitchen, etc., in Water- 
ford street. It was found that 23. families 
lived in basement kitchens, 197 families in 
single rooms, 49 in more than one room flats. 


PRE-NATAL CARE 


Dr. Kerry Reddin, Medical Officer of 
Maternity and Child Welfare, Dublin Cor- 
poration, complimented the Brigade on the 
effectiveness of their voluntary effort. Pre- 
natal work was further advanced in Dublin 
than it was in England, or even in America, 
There was, he declared, a lot of clap-trap 
talked about pre-natal work. The having of 
a baby was a normal process, not an abnormal 
one, and yét one found a lot of young mothers 
in that city looking forward to it with dread. 
Referring to the scare talk in English news- 
papers about maternal mortality here, he 
described it as “‘ bunk,’’ and said that they 
need not be a bit scared of it in Ireland, 
Mrs, Felix Hachett, Chairman of the Child 
Welfare Committee, said that the committee 
warmly appreciated the valuable work that 
was being done by the St. John Ambulance 
Brigade. 

The Lord Mayor (Alderman A. Byrne, 
T.D.), said that it was not alone a privilege 
but a duty for him to thank the committee 
on behalf of the authorities for the noble 
work they were doing. The report was a 
marvellous record of achievement. With re- 
gard to finance, however, the committee was 
about £450 short, and he hoped the Dublin 
public would show their usual generosity in 
coming forward to ease the burden that was 
on the shoulders of the committee. 

Referring to the closing of the Marl- 
horough Street” Hall, he mentioned that the 
Corporation was about to take down a large 
portion of that area altogether, and they 
hoped in the course of a few years to have 
some very handsome blocks of flats erected. 
It had been suggested there, but so far as the 
efforts of Mrs. Cosgrave and himself—and he 
might say the other members of the Cor- 
poration were concerned—the desire would be 
to provide the necessary ‘site, and to give any 
help that was within the power of the Cor- 
roration towards. the project. 

Mrs. Maurice Cosgrave, who complimented 
Miss Barrington on her splendid organisation 
work, said that the health of mothers and 
children was the foundation of all public 
health work. 
Mrs. Alvin M. Owsley. wife of the Ameri- 
can Minister, who is patron of the Associa- 
tion, was present. 


PROGRESS 


The Chairman (Surgeon Pringle) thanked 
the Lord Mayor and the other speakers for 
their presence, and expressed appreciation of 
the great assistance and encouragement the 
Welfare Department received from the Public 
Health Department of the Corporation. He 
reminded the meeting that the work had 
started in a small way in 1920. In 1925 the 
first diningroom for expectant and nursing 
mothers was opened at the rear of 40 Merrion 
square. In that same year some 7,000 dinners. 
were supplied; since then the work gradually 
increased until in the past year some 55,000 
dinners were given in four diningrooms, The 
committee were enabled to extend their work, 


largely as the result of the increased 
support given by the Public Health 
Department, from whom a grant of £0 


was received last year, This sum represented 
half the total expenses, and it was to help 
to make up the other half that the annual 
sale of work was held. These diningrooms 
in Dublin, he said, were the only ones in 
the world, so far as he knew, in which ex- 
ectant and wursing mothers were fed free 
for six months on acientifically correct diet, 
especially suited to their needs.

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HOME BUTTER-MAKING 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH ‘TIMES. 


Sir,—I belong to s dwindling class, the 
home butter-makers,— Time was when 
could count twenty nepter-mening farmers 
within a mile of this village, and all sending 
their butter to the Waterford market. A 
great many of these farmsteads are now 
vacant from one cause or another, and those 
still occupied by people with milch cows send 
their wile to creamenies. | 

For my own part, I have been doing fairly 
well up to lately, though my income from 
the sale of cattle has been reduced to one- 
third what it was in 1930. To make up for 
this I keen more milch cows, for I live in 
the village and sell my fresh milk there. 1 
keep my. cows milking during the winter, so 
as to supply my customers when milk is 
scarce ee when the goats, which most poor 
people keep, are not in milk). 

We also. make butter, but it is a by-product 
to use up our surplus milk. In the summer, 
of course, it increases greatly, for ‘milk is 
plentiful then and the goats are again 
milking. 

This system has been working econom!- 
cally so far, though there is not a great 
margin; but now comes a tax which threatens 
to Fnish us altogether, and the irony of it 
is—we are told it is for our good. 

And what, I would like to know, is the 
object of the tax” Is it to kill our industry 
that has existed in Ireland from the Flood to 
the Famine and since; or is to provide 
bonuses for exported creamery buiter, so that 
our English cousins may eat Irish butter 
cheaper than the poor people at home? They 
ay more already for coal, bread, sugar, 

ts and clothes, and almost everything you 


can mention; even books and. papers, to- 
baceo, motors. and bicycles. Why impose 
another injustice upon the 


the poor of 
country’? We often heard the old people talk 
at “Home Rule and big bread.” We have 
complete self-rule now, and are we any the 
better ? 

You may say: “Why not send your milk 
to the creamery? It would save a lot of 
labour!’ I have gone into the matter in 
my ow particular case, and I find it would 
not. There is no creamery nearer to me than 
four or five miles. One creamery, thirteen 
miles; away, indeed, sends a lorry to within 
a mile and a half of my farm, but it charges 
4d. per gallon for carriage. Several farmers 
that I know have tried the creameries, but 
have given them up, and are now struggling 
along in the old way. But we are a small 
class, 

And how does creamery butter compare 
with farmers’ butter? Creamery butter, I 
believe, keeps better, perhaps; but let us 
have skilled evidence as to its “ vitamin 
content.’” Some, indeed, prefer creamery 
butter to farmers” butter, but to others it is 
tastelesa and little better than lard. 

Home butter-making was always an Irish 
industry, and we have had instructors and 
instructresses here teaching us how to im- 
prove our methods; and is this tax imposed 
to kill it? We have been doing our best for 
the past twenty years to improve our breed 
of milkers, our cow-houses and our dairies ; 
and are we now to scrap our separators, 
churns and butter-mixers? If we do and 
a change comes, and an attempt is made to 
restore the dead industry, will it succeed? | 
fear not. If the old industry is killed it 
will be a difficult and an expensive job to 
restore it. You may, indeed, get new sepa- 
rators, etc., but the people to work them— 
ag well try to bring a corpse to life as try 
to restore the old Irish industry. 

There is nothing left for us but public 
opinion, and, therefore, I hope I am not ask- 
ing too much when I ask you to give this 
appeal a little space in your paper.—Yours,

LAND AND HOUSING 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Within the last few days statemeuts 
have been made in public, and published in 
the newspapers, which show a _ protound 
ignorance of the value of urban sites, 
Land situated in a city is valuable because 
there is a good prospect of making profits 
out of the use of buildings erected on it. 
A speaker at a recent meeting stated that 
the Dublin Corporation had bought land at 
the rate of £12, per acre for the purposes 
of a housing scheme. ‘This is not a high 
price for a site in a city. The site of the 
offices of the Metropolitan Asylums Boards at 
the vorner of Carmelite street, London, was 
sold recently for £160,000. The site measures 
15,000 square feet, so that it realised nearly 
£11 per square foot. There are 43,560 square 
feet in an acre. 
Public authorities who want land for 
housing the working classes obviously cannot 
afford to buy land with a high commercial 
value, even supposing that it were desirable 
to rehouse the working classes in the middie 
of the city: There is plenty of land avail- 


-able on the outskirts of the city at as low a 


price as £200 per acre, and, if necessary, a 
nationalised transport service could be set up 
to meet the transport problem, after properly 
compensating the existing owners of trampport. 
As regards the suggestion that tle owners 
of land with commercial or building value 
should be taxed out of existence, 1 can only 
remark that those people whose fortunes, 
whether small or great, happen to consist of 
this form of property might be pardoned if 
they regarded themselves as being very 
harshly treated. Why, they might ask, should 
you not with as much justification confiscate 
a percentage of Sean Citizen's share certili- 
cates, or some'of his furniture, or his wife s 
hats, or the tyres off his car? One man’s 
land and another's wireless set are equally 
private property, and the recognition of 
private property is the fundamental basis of 
modern civilisation, 

To restrict the uses to which land can be 
put, in the interests of the public good, 
is apother matter. One would like to see 
a Restriction of Ribbon Development Act 
introduced before the thing goes too far in 
County Dublin. The new Act in England 
prohibits building within 220 feet of anv 
classified road, and makes it unlawful to 
make any new means of access to the road.—

VIRTUES AND DEFECTS 
SHOWN IN MARK TWAIN 


Professor Edwin Mims, of Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity, Visiting Professor to British Uni- 
versities, on Finday gave ihe fourth of his 
series of lectures on “Life and Literature in 
America,” in the Graduates’ Memorial Build- 
ing, Trinity College, Dublin. 

Professor Mims, whose subject yesterday 
was, ‘‘ Romance and Realism of the West,” 
said. that, in striking contrast to the studies 
they had made of New England and the 
Southern States of the Atlantic seaboard—in 
reality the British tradition manifested in a 
new environment—was the romantic story of 
the winning of the West, as revealed and 


historians and by creative writers. The con- 
trast between, say, Longfellow or Poé and 
Walt Whitman, between Washington and 
Lincoln, between Irving and Mark Twain, 
was the contrast between the Fast and the 
West—between Europe and the New America 
that was created in the forests and along the 
rivers and oh the Prairies of the Middle West, 
and then of the Far West. 

Mark Twain, whose centenary was now being 
celebrated m all parts of the world, showed 
best the virtues and the defects of the 
western temperament and achievement. He 
représented the point of view of the average 
American, somewhat contemptuous of the 
Ola World’s shrines and traditions, but also 
elemental m his humour and his good sense, 
His “ Life on the Mississippi *’ and ** Rough- 
ing It’’ sum up the western expansion for 
the student of social life. His ‘** Tom 
Saver, and, more particularly, ‘ Huckle- 
berry Finn,” were perma@hent contributions 
to the fiction of the world. His ridicule of 
sentimenta'ity and pretence, and his hatred 


of imjustice counterbalanced his irreverence 


and savage indignation. He could not be 
understood. without first understanding the 
environment of his life in America,

IRELAND AND SPAIN 
LECTURE BY DR. STARKIE 
From Our CoRRESPONDZINY., 

LONDON, 


Professor of Spanish, 
and Lecturer in Italian, Trimty College, 
Dublin, gave a lecture on ‘‘Spain with my 
Fiddle” at Dorland Hall on Saturday even- 
ing, His Excellency the Spanish Ambassador 
presiding. 

With such a chairman, who was a novelist, 
oet, critic and writer of the real Spain, said 
i" Starkie, there was no reason why he 
himself should speak of that country. He 
could only suppose that it was his “ incor- 
rigible Irish insolence’’ which had led him to 
do so.

A NEW HALL 


Following the Horse Show the desire on 

the part of Saorstat motor traders to have 
improved facilities for the display of light 
cars at the Spring Show became more 
apparent, and such could only be pro- 
vided for by the introduction of a new 
suitable hall. The Royal Dublin Society, 
therefore, issued a letter of inquiry 
to all motor traders (25th September, 
1935), intimating the possibilities of 
specially providing for a display of 
light motor vehicles assembled in the 
Saorstat, and within fourteen days 
the response in provisional bookings for 
the Spring Show was sufficient to fill the 
whole of the exhibition space in the sug- 
gested hall. The dimensions of this hall 
would have been 400 feet long x 70 feet 
wide. 
In these bookings only a small propor- 
tion (forty per cent.) intimated that such 
would be subject to the necessary licence 
being granted by the Society of Irish 
Motor Traders, Ltd. Upwards of fifty per 
cent. of the space in the proposed hall 
was booked by the trade who do not come 
within the jurisdiction of the licence 
referred to. 

The Society of Irish Motor Traders, 
Ltd., conveyed to the Royal Dublin 
Society, following the issue of the Royal 
Dublin Society invitation, an intimation 
that no light private motor vehicle could 
be displayed at the Spring Show, except- 
ing by licence, and suggested that the 
Royal Dublin Society should let a portion 
of its premises to that body for another 
period of the year (February) to hold a 
separate Motor Show. 


R.D.S. REPLY 


The Royal Dublin Society, in reply, 
stated clearly the reasons which would 

revent the proposal being entertained. 

ts premises are now used in their entirety 
throughout each year for the work of the 
Society, which, prior to the Royal Dublin 
Society vacating Leinster House (at the 
request of the Government), was partly 
carried on there, including library, music 
recitals, lectures, science laboratory, 
members’ rooms and amenities, together 
with numerous official meetings—all pre- 
viously housed at Leinster House. 

In the reconstruction work arrangements 
had to be carried through in a manner 
which would enable the whole of the 
Society’s work to be conducted at Balls- 
bridge without hindrance, and this neces- 
sitated the Council adopting unanimously, 
in 1924, a recommendation of the Premises 
Committee prohibiting the letting of the 
premises. 

In response to a request made for the 
Royal Dublin Society to receive a deputa- 
tion from the Society of Irish Motor 
Traders, Ltd., such was accordingly 
arranged. The head of the deputation 
reiterated their desire themselves to hold 
a separate motor sliow in the Ballsbridge 
premises and the Royal Dublin Society s 
position as previously defined was further 
emphasised by the Royal Dublin Society's 


representatives. 


Eventually the Royal Dublin Society 
received an ‘intimation (16th October, 
1935), from the Society of Irish Motor 
Traders, Ltd., that they had decided not 
to approve of the display of private motor 
vehicles at the 1936 Spring Show.

CONVERSATIONS IN 
FRANCE 


From Revtren’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Sunday. 


Madame Venizelos to-night confirmed 
that there had been indirect conversations 
between King George and M. Venizelos. 
Questioned about the Athens report, 
ccording to which General Condilis stated 
that the Republican chiefs would first have 
to return to Greece before they could 
speak on behalf of the nation, Madame 
Venizelos said:— 

“I suppose that means a political 
amnesty would be granted. For further 
information I refer you to to-night’s 
Temps. 

This newspaper, in a message from 
Athens, states that approaches have been 
made to M. Venizelos by M. Romanos, 
former Greek Minister in Paris, and by 
M. Rouphos, former Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, in the hope of bringing about the 
support of the Republican Parties for the 
new régime. : 

M. Venizelos is stated to have replied 
that, although he personally had retired 
from active politics, he hoped the Repub- 
lican Parties would support the régime if 
the King re-established in their entirety 
the liberties won under the 1911 Constitu- 
tion and declared an immediate amnesty 
for all those sentenced in the March 
rising. 

The Venizelist newspaper LEleftheron 
Vima, states that M. Venizelos has agreed 
to recognise the King, because he foresees 
a European war in 1937, towards which 
he thinks Germany is heading. For this 
reason, says the newspaper, he does not 
want Greece to be divided.

MAINTAIN. that the League of 
Nations has failed, failed in its 
primary objectthe preservation of 
world peace,” said Mr. George Brennan, 
auditor, in an address on ''The League of 
Nations’’ before the inaugural meeting of 
the Technical Students’ Literary and Debat- 
ing Society at the Technical Institute, Boitun 
street, Dublin, last Saturday night. : 
Mr. Brennan said that the League required 
unanimity for the great bulk cf its work. It 
could persuade, it could elicit & collective 
world opinion, both private and official, 
which it might use to ald its persuasion; but 
it could not compel. It followed, therefore, 
that the power of the League varied with the 
policies and characters of the countries which 
compesed it and their relations to each other. 
He maintained. that the League had failed 
on the question of disarmament. The reduc- 
tion of armaments was cne of the first specific 
tasiis imposed by the Covenant. It had fated 
in its efforts to end the chaotic economic con- 
dition of the world. He attributed the failure 
of the League directly to imperialism. 


NEED OF SINCERITY 


Confidence in the efficacy of the League as 
aa instrument of world peace had weakened, 
and, if the League was ‘to survive and 
become the realisation of the ideals of some 
of its founders, the. statesmen of the world 
would have to forget their imperialistic and 
hypocritical mouthings of peace. They 
would, in short, have to become sincere in 
their efforts fer obtain world peace. . 
Proposing a motion of thanks to the auditor, 
Mr, Frank MacDermot, T.D., explained 
that he approached the subject with some 
prejudice, because, having been a participant 
in the Great War, which they believed was a 
war to end war, he had not reached the stage 
where he had given up hope that opt of it, 
sooner or later, would come an effective organ- 
isation for the prevention of war.

One of the longest and most sensational 
heard in a French Court will 
open liere on Monday, when three men will 
be. charged as accomplices of Dimitro 
Velitchko, the assassin of King Alexander 
atid "M;> Barthou, the French Minister: of 
Justice,’ in October, 1934.

Kvaternik and Pavelitch are detained by 
the Turin prison authorities, and have not 
vet been extradited. Percevitch, who was 
bern in Vienna, is stated to be living there

Certainly the League had been disappoint- 
ing—though not entirely a failure. e real 
cause of the League's difficulties was simply 
human nature, and they could largely be 
anticipated. Selfishness might be one element 
of imperialism, but it also s an element 
of lots of other things. Sovereignty was 
seriously affected by the whole plap of the 
League, and nations were very jealous in this 
respect. On the question of sanctions against 
Italy that jealousy was evidenced by every 
nation at the present time. There was a 
certain body or organisation among nations 
which said that these sanctions were going to 
hurt themselves. If the League was going 
to sicceed the nations would have to learn 
to subordinate themselves to the general in- 
terests and sacrifice themselves, if nesessary. 
for the common good. 


NATIONALISM 


Nationalism, continued Mr. MacDermot, 
was another difficulty in the way of the 
League—a ‘nationalism that was extra 
ordinarily like imperialism. It was national- 
ism in an exaggerated form, which made 
people think it was a virtue to be selfish. 
Democracy was a further barrier. The diffi- 
rulty of getting a large namber ‘of nations 
to act together was definitely increased by 
the fact that so many nations were de- 
mocracies, and that their representatives at 
Geneva had to think of public opinion at 
home. The remedy was not to abolish de- 
mocracy, but to educate the people to respect 
the rights of others and learn to take an 
international view. They must be inter- 
national as well as national, and must not 
rend a government because it had done its 
duty in the collective organisation to which 
it belonged. 
What was really needed was well oiled 
machinery, making sanctions almost auto- 
matic, 
The Rev. Stephen Brown, 8.J., Rathfarn- 
ham, seconding, maintained that though the 
League had atimittedly failed in some of its 
efforts, the failure could not always be laid 
to its charge, while, on the other hand, it 
had many successes to its credit. Three 
courses were open—to end, mend, or work the 
League. He held that the first would be 
disastrous; the second was being done and 
could he continued; the third had not yet 
heen fully carried out. There was nothing to 
prevent Catholics from supporting the League. 
The Head of the Church gave them every 
encouragement, and there was widespread sup- 
port of the League in Catholic circles. 


CATHOLIC OPINION 


The majority of Catholics who were opposed 
to the League were opposed to it on political, 
not on religious grounds. It could be safely 
said that in all, or nearly all, Christian coun- 
tries a large proportion of enlightened Catholic 
opinion~ supported the League—at least, in 
principle—and should stch be the case, then 
they would be able to congratulate the League 
on the prevention of an outbreak of hostilities 
which would be calculated to engulf the 
nations of the world. 

In his opinion, the League had far from 
failed. 

Speaking in support, Mr. Sean Campbell 
(D.T.P.8.), Treasurer, Irish Trade Union 
Congress, said that it was usless to suggest 
that imperialism was the direct cause of the 
alleged failure of the League. The League 
was principally composed of imperialistic 
Powers, whose imperialistic rivalries in the 
past had been adjusted by war. They saw 
to-day, in the struggle over Abyssinia, the 
machinery ot the League being tried out. 
That type of economic warfare might avert 
recourses to the use of British and Italian 
arman.ents. 


NO EASY TASK 


In a world of national egoism and racial 
animosities, to secure international good will 
and action on any subject, or even partially 
where each -contracting party had to forego 
something for the better good of all, was no 
easy tusk. in sixteen years the League could 
not be expected to have brought about social, 
political and economic paradise among the 
struggling peoples of this planet. ‘Ihe 
raison d'etre of its existence had been well 
sustained, and well might the peoples of the 
world shudder at the suggestion of its 
destruction, for the principal tá against 
& reversion to the iaw of the jungle would 
have disappeared. 

Proposing that the Society was worthy of 
support, Senator J. G. Douglas said that 
those who claimed the League had failed were 
saying that the people of Kurope could not 
govern themselves. Was it any wonder that 
the League was a eater anne when they 
compared the amount of money nations were 
prepared to spend for the promotion of 
world peace with the amount spent 
on armaments? This country had spent 
£1,500,000 per annum for defence, while a 
little over £15,000, or one per cent., of the 
cost of defence was contributed to the 
League. Great Britain, spending £108,000,000 
on armaments, contributed £212,000, or .2 


r cent. Grouping the members of the 
ague, they spent .11 per cent. towards 
ace of at they spent on armaments. 


e suggested that the League would be a 
most. efficient body if all the nations were 
compelled to contribute five per cent. of the 
cost of their armaments towards it. 

Mr. E. O'Carroll, who presided, said that 
Mr. MacDermot’s noble talk about a war 
to end war reminded him that they were yet 
existing in a so-called “' nation” under a fancy 
name, and under a Treaty which had been 
forced on them by a threat of immediate 
and terrible war. .

returned for trial on a charge of conspiracy 
to rob the house of Thomas Collins, of 
Garveystown. i 

Thomas Collins, aged seventv, said that he 
lived alone. He had some ae ae up, 
which he kept in a box in his room; it 
was all in notes. Oa October 26th he left the 
house to gather firewood, padlocking the 
door, and when he returned in Jess than an 
hour he. found the mattress tifted off the bed 
and the box containing the money gone. 

A few nights afterwards be was in bed 
when he heard the door being kicked. He 
did not get up to opeh the door, and the 
window was then broken and the box thrown

into the room. “Witness did not get up. The 
following morning he saw the money scattered 
about the floor of the room. He did not 
touch it till the Guards came. 

In cross-examination, witness said that hie 
was in receipt of the old age pension for the 
past seven years. He never told anyone he 
had this money. He was proud of having it. 


GLOVES TO HANDLE BOX 


Michael Devine, labourer, Drogheda, said 
that he was working in Flynn’s with ithe 
accused man, Patrick Duff, on the 30th 
October, and they began to talk about the 
robbery at Collins’s. Witness said to Duff 
that the Guards would root the place out 
until they got the man who took the money. 
Duff made no reply then, but later in the 
evening he said to witness that he (Duff) 
took the money. Witness asked him ií there 
was anyone implicated along with him, and 
he said no. Later that evening Duff and 
Paddy Flynn and witness were going to 
Flynn’s house, and they had another cou- 
versation about the robbery. Duff said to 
“Did you do that?” and Flynn 


Flynn: 3 ' 
replied: “Did I do what?” Duff said: 
‘Micky (referring to witness) knows all 


about it.” Flynn then asked witness did 
he know ‘all about it, and witness said that 
he did. In a cow-house in Flynn’s yard 
witness saw Patrick Flynn take a box. from 
the rafters. “Flynn opened the lid of the box 
and showed witness all the money that was 
in it. Both Duff and Flynn then said that 
they were going to leave back the money. 
Witness told Flynn that if he (Flynn) was 
afraid to leave it back he (witness) would 
do so, but that he would .not handle the 
box without gloves. Flynn gave witness his 
gloves. 


“ THERE’S YOUR MONEY ” 


Late that. night witness and Flynn took 
the box of money and went to Collins's 
house. Witness was carrying the box, and 
Flynn went to the top of the lane to see if 
the coast was clear. He returned and said 
that there was no one about, There was 
some suggestion that they should put the 
money down the chimney, but witness said 
that if they did it might be burned, and the 
best thing to do was to knock the man up 
and put the box into his band. 

Witness went to Collins’s door and gave 
it three kicks. When he got no answer he 
knocked at the window and called “ Tommy ” 
at the top of his voice, He got no answer, 
so he got the box in position in his hand 
and threw it through the wihdow, shouting, 
‘‘There’s your money, Tommy.” 

In - cross-examination, witness said that 
Flynn told. witness he was trying to help 
Duff, but witness could not say if he was. 

Sergeant Hunt said that he asked Flynn 
and Duff to accompany him to the Drogheda 
Barracks, that he wanted their finger-prints. 
When witness commenced taking Duff's 
finger-prints Duff said: “Don't bother any 
more. *T'was me took the money.” Witness 
then took a statement from. Duff,.in which 
he said that while Flynn was absent from 
the field they were ploughing he (Duff) wens 
to Collins’s house and took the muney: He 
hid it in the ditch in the field. He did not 


spend any of the money. | 
£100 IN NOTES 


Continuing, the sergeant gave evidence of 
seeing the money scattered dbout the room 
in Collins’s house on the morning of the 
3lst October. Witness counted it, and found 
it amounted to £100 exactly. 

Cross-examined—As far as witness knew, 
Flynn was a very honest and decent man. 

Guard Meehan gave evidence of taking a 
statement from Flynn, in which he said that 
Duff showed him the box when he returned 
to the field. He (Flynn) had no part in 
taking the money. He told Duff to throw 
the money in through Collins’s window, that 
it would do him no good. 

The Justice said that he thought it was a 
case for a juty to decide, and returned the 
two men for trial, on bail, to the next 
Drogheda Circuit Court.

DDRESSING a largely attended public 
meeting in Ferns, Co. Wexford, to- 
day, General O'Daffy, leader of the 

National Corporate Party, said that in an- 
other wee r. Baldwin would be Prime 
Minister of England, and Mr. de Valera would 
be going over to him to settle the economic 
war. For the purpose of the settlement Mr. 
de Valera was going to resurrect Document 
No. 2, and the economic war would be settled 
and a trade pact made between England and 
the Free State, 

The twenty-six: counties would be made an 
independent State, but they must recognise 
the King as the head of the Associated 
States of the Empire. Tle boundary would 
remain, and any I.R.A. listening to him 
should realise that, as they might be sold,

tinue as at present to be His Britannic

Nations against Italy despite ‘the fact that 
the Most Rev. Dr. Hinsley, Primate of 
England, had said that if Italy lost the war 
it would be a loss to Christianity. And 
Monsignor Curran, Head of the Irish College 
in Rome, regarded the action of the Dail as 
un-Christian and dishonourable. He did not 
know whether Mr. de Valera would get his 
quota for military service against Italy from 
the Regular Army, the Volunteers or the 
Blue . Shirts. -One thing was certain—the 
Blue Shirts will not.go out to fight in such a 
cause. 

General O’Duffy was escorted to the plat- 
form by a procession of about fifty young 
men and women wearing blue shirts and 
carrying banners.

SIXTY-NINE CORK 
CHARGES OF RIOT 
WITHDRAWN |

KANTURK, Saturday. 


O-DAY a special Court sx held at 
th Kanturk, before Ma. H. 4; O'Conner, 
D.J., to investigate charges-of riot, un- 
lawful assembly and conduct caleulated to 
provoke a breach of the peace, against 69 
defendants, all stated to be members of the 
League of Youth. The defendants were from 
Millstreet,* Wa turk, Bohermeen and New- 
market Fein meá eae 3 wal 
Mr. J. F. Maher (instructed by Mr. Daniel 
Casey, State Solicitor) prosecuted; and Mr. 
T. Linehany’ Millstreet, appeared for the 
defendants, ~ | 

Mr. Maher said that the prosecutions. arose 
out of an incident that occurred at Mallow 
on the evening of the 18th August last, when 
the defendants marched through the town in 
sectional order on their return from the com- 
memoration meeting at Carrignavar 
memory of Michael Rsuch: who was fatall 
wounded last year when a lorry drove throug 
the gates into a cattle yard in Cork; 

After some discussion it was decided to 
withdraw the charge of riot, as this would 
be an indictable offence, and, as such, could 
not be dealt with summarily. 

Superintendent Hughes, Sergeant Brennan 
and Guard Burns, of Mallow, gave evidence 
to the effect that, owing to an incident which 
happened in the town while the processionists 


were passing through in lorries early 
on that day it was considered adivs- 
able, in the interests of. the public 


peace, that they would be met on their 
return journey and advised to return home 
to their respective districts by a detour, which 
would obviate their passing through Mallow. 


HOSTILE TO BLUESHIRTS 


This was considere] advisable by the au- 
thorities as the residents in Mallow were in 
the main hostile to the Blueshirts. The 
processionists, he was stated, would not follow 
but dismounted from the 
lorries and proceeded to march through the 
town in a quiet and orderly manfer until 
they reached the vicinity of thr Town, Hall. 
Here a noise was heard of a bottle ‘being 
thrown. The witnesses were unable to say 
who threw the bottle, but his incident caused 
considerabie excitement, the procession partly 
breaking up, and a melee ensued, in the 
course of ‘which the window. of Messrs 
Lipton’s and of other establishments in the 
town were broken. 

For the defefice, witnesses stated that they 
were disinclined to travel by the. detour sug- 
gested by the Guards, because they considered 
they might be ambushed there. One witness 
stated, amidst laughter. that when they re- 
fuged to adopt the advice of the Gzards to 
avoid going throagh Mallow, that the ser- 
geant replied: '“ Very well. -Go on so; they 
will eat you as. weli as beat you.” 
When they réached the Town Halt a bottle 
was thrown from a_ hostile crowd, which 
struck one of their members on the shoulder. 
A little further on bottles and other missles 
were thrown from.a’ party at the entrance to 
Fair street, and the procession got partly 
disorganised and ‘slight: clashes occurred 
between the opposing parties, but the proces- 
sion was quickly reformed and marched 
through the. towm without any further un- 
pleasant incidents. 

The Justice said that the most important 
quesvion to be decided was if this procession 
should be considered an illegal assembly. At 
present he had not made un-his mind on the 
point,’ but he would be glad to hear the 
matter arghed between the legal gentlemen 
engaged.
